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NEW ICC POLICY. With this issue, ICC becomes an informative pricelist. This means 
that only World Paper Currency (WEC ) news and answers to certain information see- 
king questions will be published in addition to the publisher's own WPC pricelist. 
Only full-page, camera-ready ads from others shall be considered. ICC is not in 
financial difficulty, but the advertising dollars did not arrive fast enough to 
suit the publisher who needed either 48 hours in a day, or enough ad dollars for 
hiring a full time secretary, to continue the previous format. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS. A subscription fee is levied to help share printing and postage fees. 
A one year ICC subscription covers one 12-month period or @ minimum of 4 issues. 
Increased costs dictate new one year rates: $2 to USA and Canada by first class 
mail; $4 to other countries by first class surface mail or $6 by airmail. These 
new rates are not retroactive; they take effect after old subscriptions expire. 
Only those who subscribed before the first issue need to resubscribe at this time. 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS. In this issue, the publisher takes great pride and satisfaction 
in offering a solution to one of the greatest problems plaguing WPC collectors: 
The problem of housing their collections effectively, efficiently, and economical—- 
ly (refer to second page of this issue). 


NEW DISCOVERIES. Correspondents are urged to submit information about new issues of 
WPC, and about discoveries of heretofore unpublished obsolete issues. Guernsey 
recently issued new bl and 45 notes, but no 10/— note because a new 50 pence coin 
is forthcoming. Jersey, Guernsey's sister island, is not planning a new series 
before decimalization. In USA, Barr notes may become more common than Fowler notes. 


QUESTIONS & ANSWERS. Readers are urged to submit questions of general interest to 
WPC collectors. Answers may be published in ICC or form the basis of articles sub- 
mitted to other publications —- with submitters’ names published. Here is one just 
received from someone insisting that his name not be published: What happened to 
to the girl who could not tell the difference between vaseline and putty? After 
considerable thought we surmise that her windows fell out.

ERIC NEWMAN: We have just discussed this morning 
the problem that has arisen with respect to Ituribide 
1823 one, two and ten peso pieces. A letter was circu- 
larized indicating that there was an investigation going 
on and that these are counterfeit. 

Information we have at the present time indicates 
that the investigation has barely even begun and that 
there is no basis for the charge at this time that there 
are counterfeits of this issue. 

But there are a auantity of this particular 1823 
issue that have in the last few years become available 
so we were just going over the question of how to handle 
a letter which has been circularized and which indicates 
or infers that there are counterfeits when there is no 
evidence of the facts that have been presented in the 
letter. 

So I think a small committee of this organization 
should be appointed to study the matter. This is a good 
thing for this organization to take up as an organizational 
matter, so if the chairman would like to appdint a committee 


for this cause I think it should be very worthwhile.

We sincerely hope that with this warning we can keep one step ahead of the 
forgers and sincerely hope with the correct and pmcise validation we can 
stop them dead in their efforts. I sincerely hope that you will pass this | 
warning on to unsuspecting collectors in this country, and any material 

help you can offer in validating these notes will be greatly appreciated. 
This warning is not to be taken lijghttly as the One and Dos Pesos are offered 
at $200.00 each and just recently a $10P was revealed at an asking price of 
$1200.00. No doubt,originals do exist and that is what we are trying to 
prove authentically.

I really don't know where to begin, First, your magnificent 
catalog for the October auction. It fould not be better. Perhaps you 
went into too much expense of time and money for a "pilot" catalog. 

But é@ven if the returns wewe scanty, the catalog will remain as a "must" 
in all numismatists' libraries and what it did not bring to you in money 
will bring in future professional satisfactions, 


Then the "Do you Know" series. Those little excerpts of Mexican 
History, so intellgesantly selected and so aptly written are invaluable 
not only for the Mexican currency collector but to the general public, 
foreing and domestic. 


As to the Iturbide one and two peso notes I am sorry to give you bad 
news. Mexico is now flooded with them. When I say flooded I mean hun- 


_ @reds. Three or four months ago, a friend of mine was offered forty 


sets of one-two Itubbide, plus 40 two peso notes, for thirty thousand 
Mexican pesos. He was assureg he could easily make a hundred thousand 
pesos profit. But my friend was wise and declined the offer. A month 
ago I was offered a set of one-two Iturbides for three hundred pesos, 
"a special price for me", I declined and was asked if I thought that 


_ the notes were forgeries, and WHY. I refused to answer. Undoubtedly, 


the forgeregs were trying to find out about the flaws detected by col- 
lectors so as to: correct future issues. 


Unfortunatelyg, the paper is no clew for the discovery of forgeries, 
The system they are using is as follows: There are, all over Mexico, 
thousands of books on sale et the second hand stores, which were printed 
in the first half of the XIX Century; those books have, invariably, the 
first and the last leaf entirely without printing.

Chemical and even Carbon 14 analysis 
would show the paper of the fakes to have been made on the first third 
of the XIX oes I have in this moment, in my hands, a book printed 
in México, in 1834 with the first and the last pages in blank, with 
water marks, with horizontal lines 27 and 27.5 millimeters apart. The 
book cost me twenty Mexican pesos.

the paper came from France.- Beside the old book suppiy, anyone traveling 


through Mexico may go to small or large town communities, offer a few 

pesos to an underpaid clerk and get blank sheets from 1825 fiies,.. 80, 

in conclussion, a very VERY close study of the paper used in the genuine 

notes is necessary In ordér to detect forgeries on the sole basis of the 

paper. It is a pity there isn't a law egainst unscrupulous numismatic 

dealers. I em proposing in my next book LA REVOLUCION MEXICANA Y SUS MO. 

NEDAS, to be cut next month, that WHIPPING in the dark corners of the 

Police Preeirfts be revived against ANY merchant POSSESSING a forgery. 

Not necessarily trying to sell it. JUST IN POSSESSION of a forgery. 

Ten lashes on the bare bottom. Within six months there would not be

respectful and happy acknowledgements have been recieved, The only opposition 
recieved, I'm sorry to say is from the officers of the IBNS, the least 
expected.

Your past relations as an authority under similar circumstances has indeed 
been very enlightening and I appreciate my gain by your experiences, thus 
my decision of withdrawal.

regards to Carlos and you have my permission to discuss this letter with 
him as he has been informed accordingly, He no doubt is anxiously awaiting 
a visitor from the States that he can discuss the matter with.

The counterfeit is of particular interest 
because it is apparently mede in 1823. I seems to be made 
by enrraving a plate by hend and then casting that plate in 
lead forg@finting purposes. The type on the normal notes is 
uniform while on the counterfeit each letter is different each 
time it is repeated.The alignment is very poor and indicates 
hand engraving of the base plate. The impression of the letters 
through the paper also confirms the fact that this was positive 
printing rather than engraving printing (inteaglio). The note 
is returned herewith and,I have taken pictures of it for future 
publication, 


Until I see a further need for it there is 
no justification for making paper studies or ink studies. There 
are no modern counterfeits which have been presented to any 
of us for examination and no suspicious ones which I have seen.

If through this committee such forgeries CAN BE 
PROVED AND PUBLICALLY EXPOSED, thus ruining the forgers market, 
then something worthwhile will have been acheived,On the other 
hand if genuine liberation by the Mexican authorities of 
authentic Iturbide notes has actually occurred, then in fair- 
ness to owners (and there must be many) of such notes the 
committee should do all in its power to prove authenticity. 

In either case the ready quantities of notes available at 
present will govern market value. 


SR. Catolica: 
Sxr.Catolica a noteworthy authority on this subject states his 
fears that these notes are forgeries. He discloses how easily 
the necessary paper for such counterfeiting can be obtained, and 

is highly suspicious of the sudden glut of these notes on the 
market. 

But in his letter he gives no proof of counterfeiting of 

these particular notes. Furthermore no member of the IBNS has 
refuted his word or authority in this matter at any time. 


Mr. Shlieker: 
It is Regrettable that Mr.Shlieker has taken umbridge to the 
IBNS's way of dealing with this matter, as he is an authority on 
Mexican currency with at least three years of investigation in 
the effort to prove certain Mexican notes to be counterfeit, 
many years of study and many good articles on the subject behind 
him, and his assistance in matters pertaining to his pet hobbv 
would definitely benefit our Society,

see the minutes of the meeting in question and not relied upon 
third hand and newspaper reports for his information, it is 
probable that this entire flare-up would have been avoided and 
the crux of the thing speedily dealt with viz: this urgent 
investigation into the Iturbide forgeries. 

A point which emmerges from the reams of correspondence 
which I have studied is that somehow Mr.Shlieker feels insulted 
that his “warning” was thwarted by the I8NS in its formation 
of a legitimate investigating committee (upon request of several 
members otherwise it would not have been brought before the 
meeting in the first place). 

This claim is not so, rather I think, the opposite. 
By throwing a thin veil of doubt that these notes might etill 
be genuine, Mr.Newman has allowed a situation where the forgers 
(whom we assume have closely followed all write-ups dealing 
with the notes which have appeared in all magazines, papers,ltc. ) 
willfeel quite secure in the knowledge that their market is still 
open, while, at the same time Mr.Shlieker's “wazning" has been 
widely circulated and fully appreciated by dealers and collectors 
alike. 

If Mx.Shlieker considers the matter in this light be will 
realise that, short of endangering his investigation, Mx. Newman 
has more than facilitated its furtherance in in allaying any 
fears the forgers may have that they have been “found out" before 
the time is ripe. 

Mx Shlieker must also rewember that the opinion expressed by A¢4) 
Mx. Newman at the meeting was not his owns he was merely the 


spokesman for other nembers. 


However as Mr.Shlieker seems set on “reparation for defaming 
his name" i am willing to hand this matter over to the Executive 
committee for further investigation. Whether or not this will 
satisfy him is to be anticipated, as at no time has he in all 
his correspondence stated what he wants done about it.

Dear Mr Newman, 
Thank you for writing; I have afew facts that may be of use to you. 


I have bought and sold several Iturbide bills in the period 1963 -1968, 

but not a great many because they did not turn up often during these years. 
I never stocked them long or attempted to hold duplicates because crudely 
printed issues are too liable to be counterfeited. Also, the bills were 
not terribly popular because most Mexico paper money collectors prefer 
the more attractive pre-Revolutionary bank bills printed by the American 
Bank Note Company. 


Criteria for genuinebills seemed to be: quality of paper; ink used for 
numerals, and as I recall it was brown; and embossing effect that was 
impressed on the paper by the printing of the letters and numerals on 
the bills. Presumeably the counterfeits would be on different paper 
and we had heard (whether rumor or fact I don't know) that the standard 
Mexican counterfeits did not have the embossed effect. 


In late 1968 - early 19691 was offered singles and quantities, including 
sheets, of Iturbide bills, and naturally was suspicious. Whether 

genuine or not, a hoard would depress the market, so I was not interested 
in buying the bills at any price. Ed Schliecker of Chicago hinted in 
letters to me shortly after this that he was working on detecting bad ones, 
but he was rather secretive by his own admission, for he wanted to bring 
out final, conclusive results before giving out any information on what he 
was really doing. 


Apparently he had been in correspondence with Carlos Gaytan and Clyde 
Hubbard of Mexico, and they were working on the very sensible premise 
that counterfeiters were using old paper from contemporary books and 
archives to print phony Iturbide bills. Unfortunately, Schliecker is 

not easy to understand when he's hinting at things, so although he writes 
me regularly to contribute to my research in Mexican bank bills, I thought 
he just had some idea the recent Iturbides were being counterfeited - I had 
no idea that he had done a good deal of work on this, even to the step of 
corresponding with companies about feasibility of chemical analysis of 
inks and other detailed analytical tests for authenticity. 
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Schliecker is now bitter about not being consulted and about the IBNS 
doubting his sincerity and not being willing to wait for his findings 
before appointing a committee to study the Iturbide bills. I have a 
wife and four children, and I often find that a simple failure to 
communicate can cause all sorts of trouble within a group of people, 
and I'm sure you have had experiences in which troubles arose because 
someone didn't let others know what he was doing. At any rate, 

it's too bad he hinted at working on these things - it would be different 
now if he had presented all his findings to date or kept entirely quiet, 
but that's hindsight. At this point he has information of value, but he's 
sort of sulking because his contribution was not accepted the way he 
thought it should be. He is an unusual personality, as I'm sure 
you've noticed if you have corresponded with him. I say these things 
objectively, and whether he's right or wrong in his feelings is not my 
business - these are just facts as I know them. 


I wish I had more positive methods of detecing Iturbide counterfeits, 

but my research has been in two other directions - market conditions 

on Mexican coins 1905 to date; and a catalog of early Mexican bank bills. 
Feel free to write again if Ican help you further; also, if you havea 
brochure or other prepared information on the activities of your 
society, I'd be glad to know more about it.

In reply to your cordial and enlightening Letter of March 16th 
please be advised that I have reconsidered the matter diligently. 
Based on Mr. Lawrence's findings and your sincere invite to serve

It appears that the “findings” indicate a gross misunderstanding 
sparked by a mis-statement or incorrect statement by Coin World. 
Whether or not they were tendered a written statement or whether 

it was recorded by a CW free lance reporter, never the less I believe 
they should be severely critisized, to avoid future unnecessary 
incidents of this type.... and under no circumstances should they 

be permitted to publish information on authentications without a 


written statement from the source. 


I regret that under the adverse conditions it was necessary to take 
a hostile attitude in the past, but it appears that we were both 


victims of extenuating circumstances. 


I still contend that if I 


had recieved a copy of the minutes of this meeting as requested, 

it could have been resolved amicably months ago. I don't know just 
what is so secret about it, this secrecy bit has been related to 

me so often by other collectors, and is an item to be taken up later 


with the Executive Committee. 


I will reply to Mr.Lawrence's findings 


in the near future, as some matters are worthy of discussion for the 


future good and welfare of IBNS. 


My files on the Iturbides is voluminous 


and, as of the incident, has 


remained dormant. It will take me a little time to gather many 


loose ends to bring it up to date. 


Likewise I have advised some of 


my colleagues in respect to my cooperative decision, As they have 
discovered some very important clues on these notes in which we 
collaborated upon during my last trip, I wish they recieve due credit 
for their original findings, but hesitate to give their name without 
their permission. I am hopefully awaiting their favorable reply. 
Others that are in possession of these notes, I have not contacted 

as yet pending rechépt of the data you have on hand. 


I will photo copy my file and expect to send it off within 10 days. 
You have many hours of reading matter and study. No doubt you will 
have many inquires after studying this mess and rather than correspond 
perhaps I can arrange a week end trip to St.Louis to go over it, 
thoroughly. This is in the offing anyway as I don't know what method 
of approach you are using to develop the matter,per se, the Committee 


objective or policy?

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Rather than go into discussion on your reply to Mr. Levius in paragraph 
3 and 4, we can go into this later, as much of my data makes reference 
to it. Highly suggest that research material you send to me be indexed 
for future reference,e.g.- each page and paragraph be numbered, it will 
save many words in reference and replys I will mark my data likewise, 


Looking forward to our future personal meeting which I hope is much 
sooner than the August Convention. We got to get the ball arolling on 
this matter again, before the forgers take advantage of the interim. 

It was very quiet on the border and in Mexico on the Iturbide,fact is 
it was verboten. Didn't see of one or hear of one, and I didn't dare 
mention it. I am a prize commodity to the forgers if known, so I had to 
hold all my inquiries to trusted friends.... and they advised against 
any inquiries... so I took their kind and appreciated advise. Sr.Gaytan 
also warned of the risk to pursue further across the border. This 
situation is beyond the numismatic interest and has become a Federal 
issue as you must know by «now. I don't want any part of that. 


Regret delay in reply, as I have been tied up with a 550 lot price list, — 
about 2000 notes, all cataloged, priced,graded and researched. They 
represent Mexican duplicates in my collection and surplus acquired during 
my seven week vacation,jJan-Feb, to Mexico and the border. I will send 
you a copy of the list to give you an idea of the extent I am involved 

in this subject. 


Of interest, I acquired an 1899M- one centavo, counterfeit coin die this 
past trip, a $200.00 cataloged coin, which I have been tracking the past 
year and finally caught up with it. It is now in the safe hands of 
Virgil Hancock. It was purchased on a joint venture. Fortunately,I 

was also able to obtain a coin struck on these same dies. You will 
probably read about it in a future release by Virgil. Quite a story of 
foreign intrigue involved this transaction. I was about to conclude 

the same arrangements on the Iturbides last year, but my informers and 
contacts clammed right up,even to this day. More on this when we meet. 


Res your last paragraph, it magy also apply to me, so if agreeable,can 
we drop personalities, to work harmoniously in a beneficial joint cause? 


Am sending a copy of this letter to Mrs.Hill and Mr.Lawrence, I hope 
with your approval, so that we can get off on the right foot this time

Have not heard from Mr. Hubbard or Mr. Rosovsky since the incident 

I will forgive Mr. Hubbard reiteration of my 
warning verbatim, in Scrapbook, as no doubt they would recogénize an 
more well known authority than I, altho they were also sent an original 
notice of my warning. So much for that, and no insinuations. Lets get 
with it, and get down to some serious researching.

Have finally had time to gather all the loose ends together ( I hope) 

in my findings on the “Iturbide"” notes, except for a few Supplements 
1 to follow, pending approval of some colleagues. I sincerely hope that 

you do not find it too voluminous, as I nave tried to record every cage 

to be considered and processed for value. 


2 Primarily, as a personal opinion, none of the notes as presented to me 
in the past appeared to be of logical antiquity in physical appearance 
to warrant their being genuine. It was always the physical appearance 
that caused my suspicion and was the basis of my initial investigation, 
et al, non-yellowing paper, bright and non faded ink inscriptions,variations 
in the digits of the inscription, cleavage of the edges,etc. Normal 
ageing and deterioration should be evident altho not present in those 1 
examined.... all pertaining to paper notes 146 years Old. .> Josincerely 
believe I would have purchased them, if their was indication of a slight 
yellowing or a dull and fading inscription , but none have shown up as 
yet to my knowledge. It is impossible for me to believe that all these 
: notes were maintained in a peak of preservation, unless they are not 146 
at years old. This may be the next processing procedure by the forgers, to. 
ed create antiquity to enhance sales. Wetting and full sun exposure Tor. a few 
days could create this condition very easily.

| 4- I consider it a privilege indeed to be offered these two rare notes and 
et admire their remarkable state of preservation, which aroused my curiosity 
| and is the subject of this letter.

_ 5- Fact is, they look so darn good that I think they are new. For your sake 
| I sincerely hope that I am wrong in my assumption and observations.( He 

; had them on consignment, fortunately,which I found out later). Altho I 

appraise and evaluate many notes and may be approaching the specialist 

stage, I am not at this time an authority on the Iturbides, primarily 

their are just too many experts in this particular note validation with 

just as many attributions as to validation. nothing concrete or convincing 

in my opinion. This is the first time I have seen these notes outside 

of catalog illustrations and the general overall appearance prompted my 

further examination. I have listed my observations as listed below. 


6- .- For uncirculated paper notes 146 years old, their is no indication of 
discoloring,ageing or yellowing. The solid blanket paper color is still 
an off white, more toward an unbleached thick rice paper. This is very

o- (continued) very unusual for paper of this age as family doeuments 
some 100 years old and printed on sheepskin, parchment and rag linen 
all show signs of agétmg and yellowing, even with the best of care in 
preservation, the India and Sepia ink writing is fading and the folds 
have craskéd. Likewise I have examined and researched many,many early 
bank notes,some the first issues of circa 1875, and the ink has just 
about faded away, and these were on XF notes. These notes are of ABN 
a good qaality paper. As a matter of record I have yet to see an 
Iturbide with a fold mark ? Is it possible for such a large size note! 


7~ Their is a distinct crackle of a new crisp uncirculated note. Most paper 
or documents of this age I have handled and seen, seem to disentegrate 
with any gentle kind of handling, they are fragile and prone to crack 
on bending or folding. A close analogy is our own Confederate notes. 


8 - Both notes indicate horizontal line watermarks,exactly 7/8" apart 
which is apparently performed by precise papermaking machines which 
may or may not have existed in Mexico at the time. The Un Peso,bears a 
perfect "N" watermark in the upper right hand corner. It is no doubt 
part of a multiple plate printing. These watermarks may the clue as 
to genuiness, if a genuine was available for comparison. being a regency 
this paper may have been manufactured in Spain with a distinct watermark. 


9 - The serial numbers on both notes are in sepia colored ink of the same 
texture,density and appearance, hand written and apparently in the. 
same hand writing. A very strange coincidénce for companion notes — 
offered to me for sale, with not> one variation in either as to grading, 
texture of paper, and hand inscription,most unusual. Another coincidence 
the same digits in the serial numbers are not repeated on either note. 
If any variations whatsoever appeared in this respect, then I would not 
question it, but it appears that they were copied and executed at the 
same time, by the same person, highly improbable if of legitimate source, 
The ink inscriptions are in a remarkable state of preservation, not 
faded or blurred with age; fact is they are brilliant as tho written 
yesterday, The Spanish ? is not used in any of the digits but this is 
also true of the catalog illustrations, just when the plain 7or accented 
7 was used or discontinued I do not know, as today both are used, 
Likewise with the digit '1', at times an elongated serif was used, (4" 
appearing much like a plain 7, perhaps thus the useof the accented ?-to. 
avoid error. I find this predominate in Bancos circa 1875. 


10- This,strictly presumptious and would need validation by an authority 
- in Mexican grammar. My limited Spanish does not go back that far, past 
or present. At least the same accented ? and serified 4 were not used 
on the coinage for the :tdentical period, 


1i-The slash,knife or scissor cut in the lower left hand corner,about 13" ‘ 
long at 45 degree: angle apexing at the corner, may readily be a mark of 
invalidation or canceling, as these notes did not remain in circulation. 
very long and many and no doubt most were never released, thus the 
remainders ... may have been voided in thas manner. Not all notes 
observed were cut in the same position. The cut was started about 14" 
to the right of the lower left corner and directed at a 45 degree. 
angle toward the upper left hand corner. Records indicate that two 
million of each denémination were to be released, just how many were 
printed and issued remains unknown. Regarding canceling during that 
era and may have been the custom, I have an.8R coin that is counterfeit, 
and is invalidated by a slash or so called sword stroke across the face

12-I have made an infinitesimal study of these two notes, as they intrigued 
me, fact is I spent one whole nite examingng them in every facet, 
scrutinizing every detail, point by point inccomparison with all records 

in catalogs. The only variation I can find is the 1° in the date. These 
two notes bear the same 1° in the date, whereas Gaytan's catalog shows a 
more bold 1 on the Un Peso, not the same as on,the Dos Pesos. 


te 13-If these notes are copies, it appears that every facet was duplicated 

) expertly ,except in the left and right vertical design, the diamond and 
) , bail design ensadlled. The diamonds do not match those as shown in the 

| catalog. Of course this may vary due to change in printing plates, but 
| it seems to be a distinct pattern in this respect that is repetitive in 
| these two notes, making it so obvious that they are copies. They are 

| identical in this respect. 


14- Another significant facet is that the 7 ends in a dot on the Un Peso, 
none shown in catalog. 


15- Another motif is the ink splotches in the loops of the first printed 
signature 6n the Un Peso, it appears to be bright and I did not attempt 
to remove any of the ink as a rub off, as I did not want to Spoil the 
appearance of the note. Likewise anéther ink splotch or blot on the 
pack of the Dos Pesos appears to be fresh. I'm sure 146 year old ink 
would be dry by this time. Some evidence of ink oils is radiating in 
a yellowish hue from the blot, detected under a mag glass. beh 


16-The entire imprinting of all lettering on the Un Peso was done under 
heavy pressure as the reverse shows a deep deboss to the point of 
perforating. This is not true of the Dos Pesos which shows a normal 
imprint, which concludes my analysis in your instance. 


17- Incidently, R.M.Brink offers this pair at $350.00 in XF,. I will try 
to get some info on his, as to serial number, ageing,etc. (As to date — 
have had no reply, just another «ancooperative dealer. Mr.Newman I find 
this so common, the dealers fear these inquirées assuming that they may 
have also been stuck with phonies) ,

18-Sr.Gaytan and Sr. Tamborel have placed emphysis on the inks used. I 
believe this subject should not be taken lightly. To inject the ink 
validation, Webster's Collegiate Dictinnary gives the the following 

\ definition of "SEPIA", quote," A pigment of rich brown color prepared 
from the ink or black secretion of various cuttle fishes," and the color 
foe, of “Sepia”, a brown, yellowish red, yellow in hue of low saturation and 
: low brilliance” unquote. This could become very involved regarding the 
inks used on the notes for inscribing the serial numbers. One of my 
colleagues insists that a time date com&d;be definitely established 
thru chemical analysis of the inks, which I agree. Remember we are 
discussing inks used 146 years ago. At that time was their a 
He manufacturered Sepia ink or was it the natural excretion of these 
creatures used as ink. Which is more prone to fading?? The Iturbide 
hand written sermé#4 nunters which are in sepia color all appear to me 
as tho written yesterday on all the notes I have examined. Had intended 
to contact the International Printing Ink Company on a history of this 
ink but never got that far due to the incident. Ae aioe ‘s 
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.9- As quoted from a letter from Sr. Gaytan,dated July 28,1969 “ As to the 
Iturbide one and two peso notes, I am sorry to: give you bad news. Mexico 
is now flooded with them. When I say flooded I mean hundreds. Three or 
four months ago, a friend of mine was offered forty sets of one-two 
Iturbide, plus 40 two peso notes for thirty thousand Mexican pesos. He 
was asuured he could easily make a hundred thousand pesos profit. But 
my friend was wise and declined the offer. A momth ago I was offered a 
set of one-two Iturbides for three hundred pesos," a special price for me". 
I declined and was asked if I thought that the notes were forgeries,and 
WHY. I refused to answer. Undoubtedly, the forgers were trying to find 
out about the flaws detected by collectors so as to correct future issues. 


20- (Same letter) Unfortunately, the paper is no clew for the discovery of 
forgeries. The system they are using is as follows: There are, all over 
‘Mexico, thousands of books on sale at the second hand stores, which were 
printed in the first half of the XIX century; those books have; invariably, 
the first and the last leaf entirely without printing. Well, the forgers 
tear off those pages and use them to print their one and two peso Iturbides. 
So, the paper ‘ used in the forgeries is one hundred per cent genuine, 
that is, more or less of the same quality of that used by the Imperial 
Iturbide Government. This more or less may be our way only to 
differentiate genuine and fakes. Chemical and even Carbon 14 analysis 
would show the paper of the fakes to have been made in the first third 
of the XIX Centur I have in this moment, in my hands, a book printed 
in Mexico, in 183 with the first and the last pages in blank, with water 
marks, with horizontal lines 27 and 27.5 milimeters apart. The book 
cost me twenty Mexican pesos, Besides the horizontal water mark lines, 
one can see different figures and names, mostly French. Probably the 
paper came from France. Beside the old book supply, anyone traveling 
thru Mexico may go to small or large town communities, offer a few pesos 
to an underpaid clerk and get blank sheets from 1825 files. 50, in 
conclusion, a very, very close study of the paper used in the genuine 
notes is necessary in order to detect forgeries on the sole basis of 
the paper.” (UNQUOTE) 


21- As so cooperatively suggested by the “Institute of Paper Chemistry” the 
‘original source may be one supplier with a one type paper base or kind? 
This can almost be ascertained by a destined premeditated printing paper 

requirements. Such requirements for four million notes must have presented 
some problems at the time. It was their first attempt ;. paper, dies and 
inks for a quantity of this magnitude, plus the facilities to process all 
of it. It must have been a remarkable performance as the Regency did 

not last very long,about 100 days, the decree was issued on December 20, 
1822 and the notes were issued on January 1,1823, just 11 days later. 

It can almost be assumed that these notes were printed prior to the 
decree, perhaps in Spain. The watermarks appear to me to be ..::a key 

or prime factor in determining a genuine, 1% would be basic regardless 

of the printed legend. If the paper could>@uplicated by the forgers 
then the watermarks could also be very easily duplicated. I have seen 

and examined home made paper used on these notes, they were singular and 
all edges deckled or feathered as they came from the mold. This also 
varied as I have seen some with one cut edge,meaning that one sheet 
produced two notes. To me, many varieties must exist regarding the edges, 
as I have also seen some with four neatly cut edges, These notes were 


demonetized en April 11, 1823 ) | 
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2- Regarding the multiple format of the four note printing, their may be 
variations. The latest block I viewed was a cut edge on three sides 
and the right side was a torn edge, or as one would tear a sheet of 
newspaper to a somewhat straight edge or say at the crease. Due to the 
serial numbering system used on the sheet of four, I have reason to believe 
that the orginal sheet was twice the size or woujd accomodate eight notes, 
The sheet may have also been removedfrom a book as a fly leaf. The ironic 
part of it is that the sheet of four notes were hand written serial 
numbered 48391,92,93,94; certainly not conductive of a progressive 
numbering pattern iff the sheet was part of eight notes on one. The same 
dealer offered me other historical artifacts of a printed nature. Some 
were paper printed proclamation or placard type bulletins from the same 
era... the irony, the same kind of paper used in the notes???? As you 
probably know these bulletins or notices were usually posted ina 
conspicious meeting place, such as a town square, in lieu of non existent 
newspaper of the time. So it is highly possible that the note paper source 
originated with bulletin or proclamation paper, and these releases no 
doubt were of government orighm. This is just a far fetched theory, but 
worthy of consideration. If I was never offered a proclamation bulletin 
I would have never given it a thought. 


23- Re; sheet of four notes..... the reverse of all four notes bore an 
invalidation seal, the first I have seen. It is hand written in black 
or India ink. It is bold and brilliant endorsement. It reads"Inutilzada” 
plus Oajaca 16- de Mayo des 1825" the 5 is an Arabic 5 and appears as a 
9. Now this type of numbering was very prominent in the early céinage 
and thus another doubt as to the actual numerical system used at that time 
as well as those used on the Iturbides. I have seen countless variations 
as to the written digit. 


24— Re: sheet of four notes.... This sheet of four notes was offered ee me 
three times by different sourees at the border during my 1969,Jan. annual 
trip. The first was by a private dealer in El Paso,asking price was 
$1200.00. The seonnd time at the annual show of the International Coin 
Club at El Paso, by a questionable dealer known to me, at this time the 
Proclamation bulletins were offered. The third time it appeared in Tucson 
a few weeks later, by an agent of the same dealer, asking price $1000.00, 
at the annual show of the Arizona Numis. Assn,

25- Re: sheet of four notes.... The paper was watermarked with horizontal 
lines equally spaced about 1_" apart. A parapet Castle tower appears; 
Similar to the Castle or Rook in the chess playing piece. A wooden 
bucket, three sprigs or branchs of foliage and an "S" also appear. This 
all appeared on one line, directly below appeared the name"J.P.Romugosa" 
If the notes were separatgédgonly a part of the watermark would be showing 
on each. The size of the lettering in the watermark appeared to be approx. 
half inch high. 


26- A word about prices, I have made an attempt to record them when ever 


offered, either in price lists, auctions or personal offering. they 
are as follows;

27- Have correspondence in my records indicating that a ten Pesos note 
of this period exists and has been offered for sale. At this time I. 
cannot name the source of this information until I recieve his permission 
to send you his name. | ; 


28- No doubt a study, of the archives or publications existing at the time 
would indicate the form of accepted printed type used. The closest 
comparison I have on hand are Lottery coupons circa that period, :: 41 
have enclosed photo copies of three I have in my collection and pou 
can agree that they are hand cut and hand die set. The paper is very 
Similar to the Iturbide, the actual coygpons are available for your closer 
examination, as one note distinctly shows a heavy watermark of the same 
Size that appears on the Itubirdes., Perhaps this lottery paper mage have 
been another source of the paper. It appears that the lottery coupon 
came before the first paper money, as indicated in the 1805 coupon. 


Fact is the notes may have even been printed on lottery ticket presses, 
Just another assumption. 


29- A word about the past factual history of the regency as it existed at 
the time. I sincerely believe we may have to delve somewhat into these 
text books to arrive at certain conclusions. Mr. Mort Shafer, refers 
to Iturbide’s second return to Mexico after exile, with stacks of paper 
money. See Plus Ultra-Vol.-III- No.31,page 4. enclosed. Were these notes 
a new issue to be release,and printed in another country? could they be 
some of the notes turning up today 7??? I have heard of some 1824 notes 
but all hearsay,nothing conclusive. 


30- In respect to the history I highly suggest that the exalted experts in 
Mexican history be consulted, Srs. Carlos Ga ytan, Dr. A.F.Pradeau, | 
Miguel L.Munoz. I'm sure they can shed much light on the era and perhaps 
the notes themselves. At least a bibliography of texts could be 
ascertained of which a partial list is enclosed. Much of this exist in 
the historical archives of which they would be more familiar. Mr.Shafer 
as of my last contact has removed himmself from collecting in this field. 
Perhaps he could confirm the text volume on the "stacks of Money" in 
Iturbides return. : 
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Theirs one avenue of thought that I have overlooked completely in this 
research,never giving any significance, It is apparent that the size 

of the notes should be considered if that is possible, having seen many 
of all visual size differences, e.g. paper size, Perhaps if we | 
standardize on the printed portion e.g., the length and width of the 
border design it may be more tangible, No doubt the photocopies on 
Some are not a one for one ratio, or did different sizes exist??? 


Believe sizes recorded on the border design may be of some value, just 
recently I found a major variation on a reverse Un Peso,current; whereby 
a later issue width of design was 1/4 inch longer than the previous 
issues, it was by pure accident that I ran into this variation, as it 
would hardly be visible to the eye. Just relating a coincidence, as 

one sometimes depends on consistancies from irreputable sources such 

as in the Un Peso, a ABN note, and yet I heard so many exclamations that 
ABN makes no mistakes. It appears that not one facet should be overlooked 
in the Iturbides, 


At this time, its just about all I have to summarize except the 
enclosures which are self explanatory, 


Further supplements will be forthcoming as I recieve releases from 
colleagues and other new sources,

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THE STORY OF MEXICAN PAPER MONEY 
by MORT SHAFER (sx) 
The story cf the paper money of Mexico may be separated into four political 
| and historical] eras. The first of these is the brief but porteritous reign of 
the self-proclaimed Mexican Emperor, Augustin de Iturbide. 

The second begins after Juarez had triumphed qver Maximilian and had been 
establishec as the rightful president of the Republic for the second time. 
The country's mercantile establishments had begun to flourish, and from about 
1875 the nistory of indigenous Mexican banking concerns commences. 

» The third era, historically brief though it was, produced most of what 
collectors think of when Mexican paper money is discussed, This third era is 
the revolutionary period of 1913-1916. 

‘The fourth and final era commences with the Stabilization of the currensy 
in 1920, followed by the present type of national paper money. 


The First Issue, 1823 
Let us now go back to the earliest period, beriniiaeg: varlbeP. The Spanist 
ac been freshly driven from the land, but Emperor Iturbide was in trouble. 
Since September 27 of the previous yoar , the, dayne rode: Anto. the Sity st 
“ Mexico at the head of a victorious coalition of rebel forces, many things had 
not gone well for him. The rank and file of the army had degenerated fron 
battle-hardened veterans of the long War of Independence to conscrivted 
Indians. The mines had been flooded, thereby disrupting the entire econo of 
Mexico;when they were revived later, it was mainly by foreign investors,inxnto 
whose pockets the profits then flowed. The newly elected Congress had mat in 
February, but instead of drafting a national constitution and providing 
revenues for the government, the members had criticized and openly quarreles 
with their chief. 

Although these few months had provided the chance for Iturbide to inaugurate 
his Mexican Empire, the exchequer was still fundiess. In desperation, he re- 
Solved to procure immediate funds by an issue of fiat paper money- that is, 
curre icy backed not by a reserve of gold ar silver but by the steel of govern- 
mental power that forced the acceptance of otherwise-worthless paper. The 
decree of Dec.20,1822, which authorized such an issue, also stated that 1/3 
of each debt was to be paid with this money, and to refuse to Becepts1 twas 
illegal. :

By March of 1823, Iturbide's position as Emperor of Mexico had been thorcough- 
ly undermined by the Plan de Casa Mata.

Supportec by many military leaders, including Santa Anna, Vicente Guerrero and 

L Guadalupe Victoria called for the election of a new congress that would be free 

from domination by the Emperor.On March 19 of that year, Iturbide abdicated ana 
was sent into perpetual banishment by the Congress.On April 1], just 3 months . 
anc 10 days after the release of Mexico's first paper money, the new government 
formally recognized its lack of acceptance through another decree which author- 
ized government offices to call in the paper pesos by accepting them in part 
payment of taxes.

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As a result, the 188) Code of Commerce was formulated to regulate incorpor- 
ation of banks. Under it, permission from the federal government for new 
banking establishments was made mandatory; the Code specified a metalic 
reserve of 1/3 the face value of all circulating notes and another 1/3 
reserve of money on deposit or public debt securities. Under the Code,all 
banknotes were subject to be taxed, with stamps verifying the payment of said 
taxes to be affixed on the backs of the notes. : 


In 1883, Diaz appointed as Minister of Finance one Jose Y. Limantour. 
Believing that the banks neede stronger controls so that they could bring 
the country through any future financial crisis, Limantour had a committee 
appointed to report on sound principles for a new banking law. In 1897, one 
year after the formation of that committee, the new Banking Law was brought 
into effect. 


Under the 1897 Banking Law, banks of issue were allowed to continue 
to circulate their own banknotes, but two other categories of financial. 
institutions, my banks and promotion banks, were prohibited from doing 
so. The Code of 1854, which so favored the growth of the National Bank of 
‘Mexico, was abrogated, and the nine baks of issue which were operating in 
1897 became 29 banks by 1909, 12 years later. The new law specified the de- 
Nominations for currency as $5, 10, $20, $50, $100, $500, amd $1000 
Pesos, thus ending the denominations of 25 and 50 centavos, $1 and $2 
which some banks hadibeen using. All interest bearing notes were also banned. 
Other laws came into being in the following years, but the Banking 
Law of 1897 remained the basic tegidlation governing financial institutions 
until the revolution. |

The second part of this story begins after the death of senive emes ay 
the revered "George Washington of Mexico". The presidency was then assumed 
by Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada. Under these. two Feaders, the independent 
Republic of Mexico began to flourish: the railroad from Vera Cruz across 
a precipitous mountain route to Mexico City was completed; the Laws of Refor 
allowed industry to develop by removing archaic restrictions imposed by the 
guilds; the public scholl system was organised. The fountainhead for ait of 
the reforms was a strong central government, run with efficiency and integ- 
rity. The green light flashed for the growth of commerce, 


Before 186), large mercantile establishments with foreign connections 
had issued certificates of deposit for uneven amounts. These were similar 
to checks, and were usable as banknotes. In that year, modern banknotes 
printed for fixed amounts were introduced by the London Bank of Mexico and 
South America in its new Mexican branch; that branch was the first genuine 
banking center in Mexico. 

Eleven years later, in the State of Chihuahua, three small banks were 
founded, and began their commercial operations; these were the Bank of 
Santa Eulalia, Bank of Chihuahua, and Commercial Bank of Chihuahua. In the 
years that followed, a proliferation of small banks occured throughout 
Mexico, each with its own notes and each providing its own reserve to back 
them. This period of Mexican banking history is much like our own from about 
1800 to 1863, the period of local issues which are often referred to as 
"broken-bank" notes. 

In 1871, the attempt of Porfirio Diaz to revolt against Juarez aborted, 
and Diaz fled. His revolution against Lerdo in 1876 appeared at first to be 
heading in the same direction, but Lerdo called a national election; and”. 9.4 
Several of the stHtes were so embroiled in revolutionary political upheavals 
that their votes were not included in the balloting. When Lerdo declared 
himself re-elected despite the absence of those votes, many of his former 
Supporters turned against him and Diaz led his forces to triumph, forcefully 
deposing Lerdo. | } 


If the long rule of Porfirio Diaz was begun as a triumph for democracy, 
it was not to continue. in that direction; at the final termination of the 
Diaz regime 35 years later, democratic ideals had long since given way to 

the needs of dictatorial oligarchy. The Diaz government had metamorphosed 
into a puppet for foreign interests which administered the plunder of the 
Mexican land and the subjugation of the people. 


With the increasing inftux of foreign capital, more and larger bank- 
ing corporations were neede to handle financial transactions. In 1881,Diaz 
gave the FrancO-ngyptian Bank the authority to establish a note-issuing 
bank in Mexico. This bank, the National Bank of Mexico, was used for official 
transactions involving government agencies, and it received special concess- 
ions from the regime so that it soon became the dominating financial instit- 
ution in all of Mexico. In 16 years it grew to the point that over half of 
all currency circulating emanated from it. Next in importance, but less than 
half as large, was the Bank of London and Mexico.

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REAL DE CATORCHE 
by Garrett Wynkoop 


Real de Gatorce has the distinction of being one of the most rare 
of all Mexican mints. In addition, the town itself deserves recognition 
on its own right, being located above 9,000 feet olevation. off the boat-+ 
en track, and virtually untouched by most aspects of the contemporary 
world, Indeed, if one wants to "get away from it all" and if one can take 
such a rugged life, this might be the place, 

Located in the Western part of the state of San Tuis Potosi, the 
surroundings at first seem to be utter desolation, arid,bleak and rocky. 
The climate is cold. But the area is rich in Silver, gold, copper,iron 
lead and antimony and it is upon the extraction of these motals, more 
particularly silver, that tho importance of the town has rested, The site 
was originally called Real de la Purisima Concepcion, ater renamed Alamos 
de los Catorce, and finally Real de Catorco. Other designations were also 
appliod, but failed of acceptance. According to a Mexican encyclopedia, 
roal has many meanings in the Spanish language, but real de minas is a 
particular usage limited to Mexico to refor to a town in the Vicinity or 
which are silvor mines. Real de Catorce, therefore, means a mining town 
of fourteen (catorce being fourteen), supposedly named for ll. bandits who 
used to raid the silver shipments. That the name could evolve from its 
original "immaculate conception" of the Virgin to "1h" bandits is truly 
remarkable in a deeply religious Catholic region, No one seems to know 
what happened to the 1), bandits.

Another step for cutting down the number of variables in identifying the 
authentic notes would be to determine whether or not the paper on which they 

is were printed was handmade or machine-made paper. This could be determined 
very likely by examination of one of the notes known to be authentic. 
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This fact might be related to the "feathered" edges you refer to in your 
letter. These are very likely "deckle" edges catfsed by the frame on the 
hand mould on which handmade paper was made, but sometimes also "simulated" 
on machine-made paper. In some cases the hand mould on which currency 
paper was made was the same size as the notes, or a hand mould was "sub- 
divided" by means of separation wires to produce sheets of the size of the 


currency notes. In this case, a deckle edge of varying degrees would be 


evident on all four sides. If the deckle edges were present on all four 
sides of an authentic note, then an uncut "sheet" of notes would indeed 
be worthy of great suspicion. 


The watermark you describe and the "horizontal lines" might also be very 
significant. I did a very limited search for the "J. P. Romugosa”™ water- 
mark, but found nothing. The world of watermarks is vast.and wide and 
actually there is more documentation of earlier watermarks than there are 
of those in the nineteenth century. Is "Romugosa” a Mexican name? If so, 
he may have been a papermaker. He may, of course, also have been a govern- 
ment dignitary, but there must be some reason why his name was chosen for 
the watermark. Any information on the person behind the name would assist 
in the problem of validation. 


It is difficult to do much with watermarks without a reproduction of the 
one being considered. Should you be able to do a tracing of the watermark, 
that would be of great assistance. The "horizontal lines" are very likely 
what we refer to as "chain lines." These result from the construction of 
the screen, or wire, on which the paper was formed either in a hand mould 
or on a machine. Again, if you could get a note known to be authentic, 
details of both the watermark and the screen markings might provide a basis 
for authentication. And again, that is where the relatively short time of 
printing could be advantageous because it could be very likely that only 
one "order" or "batch" of paper might have been used. 


The difference in distance between the "chain lines" and the watermarks 

and the situation of the deckle edges between the single note and the sheet 
of uncut notes you mention in your letter makes it difficult to believe 
they are both authentic. 


To provide some basis for authentication of Imperial Iturbide notes, IL | 
would suggest the following: Me 
1. Secure a note known to be authentic. 


2. Trace (or if possible secure a photograph on a one-to-one ratio in 
size) the watermark and chain lines.

The preceding type of program should yield considerable information toward 
a capability of detecting authentic and unauthentic notes. For our part, 
should you be able to secure an authentic Imperial Iturbide, and should you 

i care to arrange to bring it to us for discussion, we should be most happy 
to meet with you here at the Institute and initiate some of the analytical 
steps in the preceding program. If you, in such an instance, could also 
bring a note that is "suspect," that would be advantageous. 


With your permission, I shall enter the two notes you sent in our Dard 
Hunter Paper Museum collection. I agree with you that they would be most 
interesting to Museum visitors. However, we recognize that you forwarded

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laron las ‘ordenanzas’; en 1771, los billetes de la Real Adminis- 
tracién de los Diamantes; de 1308 a 1818, los billetes de cam- 
bio oro de la Capitania de Minas Gerais. A partir de 1810 
se inicié la vida del papel moneda en este pais con las emisiones 
de billetes del Banco del Brasil. 


En México, el primer ensayo para emitir oficialmente 
papel moneda se lIlevé6 a cabo durante el régimen de don 
Agustin de Iturbide, pues por decreto del 20 de diciembre 
de 1822 se ordena la emisién de cuatro millones de pesos en 
papel moneda en denominaciones de uno, dos y diez pesos. 
Esta emision, exclusiva para el afo 1823, fue grandemente im- 
popular y el descrédito que le acarreé al gobierno contribuyéd 
a la caida del Imperio. El gobierno republicano desmonetizé 
esa emisiOn por decreto del 11 de abril de 1823 y la amortizé 
en parte para el pago de impuestos. Esta desmonetizacién fue 
mas bien una medida politica, ya que poco después, el 5 de 
mayo de 1823, se autoriz6 la emisién de billetes de las mismas 
denominaciones anteriores. Este ultimo papel moneda tenia 
las dimensiones de medio pliego y estaba impreso en el reverso 
de bulas o indulgencias ya caducadas con objeto, segin adver- 
tencia oficial, de evitar la falsificaciébn; pero parece que la 
verdadera finalidad cra que el pueblo no se atreviera a recha- 
zar un papel relacionado con sus creencias religiosas. 

El primer banco de emisién que se establecié en el pais 
fue el Banco de Londres, México y Sudamérica, cuya funda- 
cién fue autorizada por Maximiliano en 1864. Esta institucién, 
que mas tarde tomo el nombre de Banco de Londres y México, 
fue también la que lanzé, al afio siguiente de su fundacién, los 
primeros billetes de banco. 


Unos veinte anos después comienzan a fundarse en la ca- 
pital de la ‘Republica y en el interior los primeros bancos 


comerciales con la facultad de emitir billetes. En 1879, el go- 


bierno del general Manuel Gonzalez dio al Nacional Monte 
de Piedad el caracter de banco de emisi6n al autorizar que esta 
instituci6n emitiera certificados reembolsables a la vista y al 
portador hasta por la cantidad de nueve millones de pesos 
con garantia de sus propios fondos. 


Como no existia una legislacién bancaria, se traté de co- 


rregir esa situacién expidiendo los cédigos de comercio de 


1884 y 1889 y, finalmente, la Ley de Instituciones de Crédito 


de 1897, afio en que estaban funcionando nueve bancos de 
emisién y uno hipotecario los que, al desarrollarse considera- 


blemente, incrementaron la circulacién de billetes. 

Una grave crisis sobrevino en 1907 la que, aunada al esta- 
llido de la Revolucién de 1910, afecté en forma adversa al sis- 
tema bancario. El publico empezé a retirar sus depédsitos, debi- 
litando asi las garantias de los billetes en circulacién. hasta 


- llegar al decreto del 1° de octubre de 1913, que establece la 


inconvertibilidad de los billetes, declarandolos de curso forzo- 
so y de poder liberatorio ilimitado. La situacién de los bancos 


de emisién era, por supuesto, de franca bancarrota, pues el. 
_ apoyo de los billetes consistia en buena parte en créditos con 
’ garantias reales de fincas risticas y urbanas que, por la revo- 


lucién armada, habian perdido mucho de su valor. 

Por circular de 26 de octubre de 1915 se crea una Comi- 
sién Reguladora e Inspectora de Instituciones de Crédito para 
examinar la situacién financiera de los bancos y estudiar el

This note was part of Dr. Pradeau's 
collection and I would be more apt to accept his note as genuine as from any 


other source except Gaytan. I intend to bid on the note. I have not cone 


Superior as to a complete description . Perhaps it may appear in their 


auction catalogwhich I do not have to date. I believe any contact with them os 


in this respect should be made thru your office bearing the authority of - 
IBNS and your Num. Society. It would carry much weight with results ,moreso 
than my request as an interested collector, or member of a committee. We d 


can;t afferd tg pass up this very important lead, thus the proper approach. a 
As it isa” proyit and dollar proposition to them, they may also be uncooperative 


then perhaps you can prevail upon Maurice Gould to get the info. I hope I * 
get some results from my friends contacts, and hope that we have the pleasure 
of comparing the reports. 4 


Re; The Pradeau illustration you refer to? not connected to above paragraph; 

I believe you have reference to Sr.Angel Arce Baron's note shown on page 

152° 2h Utberg* s 3rd edition of "Coins of Mexico". I have a copy in my library 
and it is dormant as later current catalogs are more complete and accurate. 
Unfortunately, this volume shows no publication date, but I have recorded the 
date of purchase therein, March 1964. If you wish to examine the copy would 

be pleased to lean it to you. Pradeau never issued info or illustrations on 
PM. He is an expert emeritus on Mex.coins and the foremost world authority _ 
with many classic reference volumes published in the past. a 


However, I believe it worthwhile to investigate the Sr. Baron note further 

as it appears, the only different note of those thus far reported. It is 
useless to contact Neil Utberg as he has gone completely sour on all paper 
money. He has also sold his PM rights to John Judd whom is less cooperative. . 
Mr. Richard Long the U.S. authority is probably in a position to advise but 
altho we are very good friends, doubt his full cooperation as he is a very 
busy dealer. Our correspondence is very limited. Perhaps if you prevail 

upon Mr. Clyde Hubbard, he may he able to contact Sr. Baron ,both being from 
the same city. ee 


Another excellent source of and old collection is Sr. Augustus Escobar of S 
Mexico,D.F. His address, Quintana Roo 142, Mexico,7,D.F. Mexico. I,m not a 
sure but he must have these notes, being ena advanced collector of many s 
scarce and rare notes. The past few years, Arq,Sergio Torres Martinez, a 3 
good dealer friend of mine in Mexico D.F. has been liquidating Sr. Escobar's : a 
coin holdings on mail auction bid. A pricese: realized Beek has been issue q 
on the results, it was huge. The banknotes were also to be offered at a

a later date, the last of his sale, but it never materialized. A very 

recent letter from Sr. Martinez indicated that Sr. Escobar does not wish to 
sell his banknotes. I have been following this proposed sale for months as 

I knew he had some valuable and scarce notes. This is another situation whereby 
Clyde Hubbard could be of great assistance, by direct contact. However, if 
you do not have any success, please advise and perhaps I can obtain same thru 
Sr. Martinez or Sr.Gaytan,depending. 


I don't believe we should\aiscount Sr. Tamborrel's statement of 1965 in Plus 
Ultra, and that we should reéieve the benefits of his findings and opinions. 

I do not have his address but can ‘trace it thru Azteca. Again one of Clyde's 
countrymen of which maybe he can inguire. I have also written to Dr.ASF.p 
Pradeau casually and infrequent but not with the intimacy as other sources 

as our interests were not in common. I believe a letter from you will bring 
bring some startling results, his address is 3780 Wilshore Blvd. Los 

Angeles, Galif. 90005. He is also a good friend of Clyde's so here we go again. 


It certainly appears that their must be a meeting of the minds of the Mexican 
experts before we can proceed intelligently. Itisis up to us to prove it 
scientifically which I believe will be a necessity. Whether we can expect 
any support from Mr, Charles Hales, President of Sociedad Numismatic de 
Mexico remains to be seen, he usually remains aloft to matters of this type, 
and demands that all correspondence be addressed to the Society address and 
secretary. I haven't been very successful in getting anything past the 
secretary. Again Mr. Hale and Mr. Hubbard are close friends. 


T have not heard from Sr. Rossovsky since last fall altho I have contacted 

him twice in the interim. I am still a collector of scarce notes and expected | 
to purchase notes from him, no response, I would ddoubtotanyst of his 
cooperation as I expressed before, don't expect much support from dealers, 

they are interested in dollar signs only. 


Mr. Hubbard I can understand would be quite busy, as l have had considerable 
correspondence and note purchasing from his son,Jason, his right hand in 
business. Jason has been in South America for some time on business, as advised 
by Mr. Hubbard in a brief one paragraph fetter. Thought sure he would have 
some comment on the committee purpose and progress. 


That Leaves Sr. Gaytan whom I haven!t written in some months. He doesn't 
know of my change of attitude in this respect. I will be writing him soon 
and will explain my position and Iturbide reference will be simply sugg@sstive, 
no requests until I recieve his favorable anticipated reply. I am reluctant 
to pin point him at this time until I get his reactions. We are the best 
of friends and I hope to keep that way. I believe we can learn more from 
him than anybody else involved in the Iturbide. He has been with it Longer 
than anybody else. He has many authoritative publications to his cfedit 

of which I have seen none from the other experts in this field. He issued 
the only presentiday recognized reference catalog on Mexican paper money, 
which I doubt will be equalled. So give it a little time and I believe I 

can convince him of the importance and fullest cooperation. I sincerely 
believe that their may be some friction on this count between the experts 

in Mexico City which may have some bearing on your non response,Carlos will 
bring it out eventually. Sr.Gaytan and I are outspoken and to the point, 
he does not with hdld his opinions if he knows he's right, We understand 
each other pretty well, so I may be able to develop more facts thru him. 
Will keep you informed. Something is amisss in Mexico or else the info would 
be forthcoming more freely. It could be the Federal investigation on the 
original archives and everybody clams up. 


Recieved you photo copies. The single sheet of four is of interest, comparing 
the serial numbers with the sheet of four I sent data on, it would indicate 
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that 50 to 70 sheets were found as a hoard. This is of coarse presumptive 

but any further interim: blockssheets would be convincing. If this is the 
case and they are not forgeries, then the high priced Un Peso will tumble 

and they are not as rare as advertised and as you say the price and value 

will adjust itself. 


The separated sheet of four, I question. It is definite that the slash 

cuts were made after the sheet was torn four ways. To me it would be 
remarkable that four notes in a set would remain together and intact after 
147 years, or even if they passed thru one or two dealers hands. It must 
have been a very fortunate dealer sae: to sell all at one time as the 
prospectus and potential would be moreso to sellone note at a time. The 
slash cuts are different than those I have seen and reported in previous data. 


The reverse handsigned invalidation on the solid sheet of four should give 
you plenty to work upon in the lab. The sheet of four I viewed a year ago 
indicated a brilliant india ink, hand written inscripton. Holding the sheet 
ohlique indigéated a shine or sheen with some coloring in the wide scrawls, 
Perhaps a carbon 14 analysis willpin point the date, I Sincerely 

believe that ink enfacing of the original note would have lost all its 
dustre and brilliance. This test may Yery well prove effective on the sepia 
inked serial numbers. You mayyfind two differences. I have reasons to 
believe that the invalidation may have been added recently to induce sales 
and imply authentications. Those offered to me in the past, the invalidation 
was the selling pitch with great emphysis placed upon it, that the note 
must be genuine. It has only been the past two years that I have seen 

these validation inscriptions and only on the sets of four, real sucker 
bait at $1000.00 a throw. The singles I have seen never did have such an 
inscription, thus my suspicion, 


Do you have any description of the water marks on the photo notes? I would 
like to have them. 


Have recently found out that Emp.Iturbide fled to Italy when exiled. I may 
have stumbled on to something but will not know for a week or so. Recently 
I negotiated a trade on some Mex notes with a dealer in Rome, Italy. He 
offered some 1798 circa Bank of Rome bank notes. He sent samples and I believe 
it or not the, paper, size,printing technique,watermarks,sepia ink serial 
numbers are all similar to the Iturbides. It may have some significance 

to the notes he brought with him on his return to Mexico, I sincerely hope 
that they have some value in the research. Until I complete the trade 
transaction I must with hold them, I would like you to examine them. Of 
course I will have them authenticated by Commander Sandrock an authority on 
foreign notes of the 18th century. More on it later. 


Sorry for so much theory but it is all imperative to a complete investigation 
to phase out the immaterial after due consideration . Process of elimination 
will eventually arrive at a genuine Iturbide, 


I have some inquires in the mail to friends but no results as yet. Have 
several more to contact if and when I get time. At present being pushed 
for a sequegl or monograph on the current Un Peso. Hope to publish this 
Summer. The current price list and a propeséd foreign price list are 
keeping quite occupied. 


I will with hold all further comment until I recieve your file data as 
promised. I may be writing in cirdes on thus far known facts you have 
developed.

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Interpol Test For 


‘Cointer parts ?’ 

One test of whether a coin is intended 
for circulation is not widely known 
among collectors and dealers, but is 
often used by numismatic publication 
staffs. This month, with our annual 
British World edition reflecting the 
growing interest in new coin issues, 
we’re letting our readers “in” on this 
test. 

For many years the International 
Criminal Police Organization (Inter- 
pol), headquartered in Paris, has pub- 
lished a remarkable book called “Count- 
erfeits and Forgeries” in four langu- 
ages — French, English, German and 
Spanish. The loose-leaf volume lists 
and illustrates every note and coin in 
circulation in member countries, and is 
intended as a guide to police organi- 
zations requiring exact details on cur- 
rency to combat international counter. 
feiting. 

The book is not a perfect guide for 
telling circulation coins from non-cir- 
culating legal tender (NCLT) coins for 
several reasons. Some nations do not 
cooperate with Interpol in listing their 
currency (for example Russia, Red 
China, Albania and others) — and 
Interpol has not recognized certain 
types of de facto governments (for 
example Biafra and Ras Al Khaima). 
Change sheets to holders of the book 
are sent out four times per year, and 
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information can be three months or 
more old when printed, so that a delay 
of six months is often experienced on 
new issue information. Some coins 
which are accepted as coins by most 
persons in numismatics never seem 
to find their way into the volume, 
possibly because of bureaucratic rea- 
sons within the issuing nations them- 
selves. 

Generally, however, inclusion in 
“Counterfeits and Forgeries” is a 
rather certain indication that the items 
involved are intended to be legal tender, 
circulation items. 

In looking through “C&F” recently, 
we found that only two issues of the 
post-1960 rash of NCLT coins were 
reported to Interpol by their issuers as 
coins of the realm, and these were of 
Yugoslavia and Chile. 

Change sheets for November 1969 
listed the following commemorative 
coins of Yugoslavia: Gold (.900 fine) 
1,000, 500, 200 and 100 dinara and 
silver (.925 fine) 50 and 20 dinara 
all dated 1968. This issue commemor-

Thank you for your letter of 1" May, asking further informations 
on the printing of Emperor iturbide's notes. 

With respect to the iifficulty of determining exactly 
what a genuine Iturbide note is, I should like to make the 
following suggestion. I believe it would be extremely useful 
Ra for you to secure a genuine Iturbide note to have as basis for 
comparing the notes wich are circulating and wich may be fake. 

It should be relatively easy to find, among American or Mexican 
collectors, one collector who possesses an authentic note over 

a period of many years and wich would constitute a garantee of 

its authenticity. 

I do not believe that the printing of the original 
notes was done in Italy because the letters are different from 

those that were commonly use: in Italy at that time. I wonder 
if it possible that Iturbide could have brought the notes with 
him into Italy from Mexico or elsewhere ? 

The four Roman Republic "7 paoli"notes wich I sent 
you recently, as you can see, have been printed on a hand print— 
ing press that had moveable letters. Consequently you will see 
the particular mark wich this type of press leaves in the paper. 
I believe that this mark (im; ression) is or should be rarely 
found in modern fakes unless the process of counterfeiting 
copies the ancient press methods and moveable letters. 

Finally, the paper and the watermarks of genuine 
notes should provide useful indications for judging notes if 
studied very carefully. For example antique unused paper for 
printing notes is easy to find. However I believe it would be 
difficult to find antique paper of the same consistency, compo- 
sition, quality and watermarks as in the genuine notes. 

I am enclosing three "mutilated" notes wich you might 
wish to use for* laboratory examination to determine wheter or 
not these notes have any of the same properties as the Iturbide 
notes. When you have finished your scientific examinations, yow 
may discard them. . : | 
Information on Iturbide's stay in Italy is not readily available. 
Do you have any information on his place of residence in Italy ? 


Thank you very much for the five mexican notes wich you 
so kindly sent me. I am sending you the four notes of the 
Banca Toscana wich inadvertently I negleted to include in 
my last letter. | 

I send you my greetings and my wishes for successful 
completion of your Committee's work. I should be interested 
in hearing the progress made on determining the authenticity 
of the Iturbide notes. If I can be of any further assistance 
please do not hesitate to write again.

one of them, as I think more than one kind existé My one doubt is that I 
don't think the type of 3 in the serial number was used at that time. But 
on the other hand the old arabic 5 was used,in the same serial number. This 
isthe note that Mr. Sam Paonessa, an ex printer evaluated, and of which I

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Reference to your last letter and the four sets, much of tHis is referred 
to in my file page 2,paragraph 8-and page 5,paragraph 25. ° I might add that 
the letter "N" is evident in most of them,but have never seen or can tie 

in the “I®,. That was one reason why I have been emphysizing on the water 
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marks so that we can piece together as a jig saw puzzle, the complete 
legend. The Romugosa watermark is just new the past two years to my 
knowledge as in previous years on singles I have never 2%. of if in 
any notes examined, and fact is only know of them in the set of four notes. 
Thus my doubts on these notes, unless a previous single does turn up with 
part of the legend. Did Mr. Levius of Johhanesburg South Africa, ever 
“advise of the watermarks in his note? 


I sincerely hope that Sr. Hubbard can »egather up all the available info 
in Mexico, to us it is the most fertile at this time, but again the 
reluctance of the collectors perhaps to divulge or reveal sources and 
notes. 


One facet is apparent in that most cross lines of the laid paper watermarks 
appear to be consistent; which could indicate that only one source of paper 
existed commercially at the time, which is also logical. I don!t think

Your letter of May 21st, I have recieved the Harmer Rooke catalog, and 
have bid on four Iturbide lots. This offering is the finest I have ever 
seen and a first. To my knowledge their has never been such a complete and 
diversified offering. As you say,it is no doubt the discovery of a recent 
hoard or it may have come out of a private collection. I have no doubts 
that the consignor resides in Mexico. Several telltale facts just about 
confirm this. First the estimated values on the auction are all about the 
prices realized in past SNdeM auctions , I just completed rechecking them 
to confirm this fact. The prices are not a true market value in the Uses s 
but for my sake and bids I hope so. Fact is on the grapevine,Superior is 
estimating his offering at about three times Harmer Brooke's prices, 


Another fact, it is most unusual that Harmer Brooke makes reference to the 
Papal Bulis,Iturbides .I never heard of them or knew they existed until 
Sr.Rovsosky's article and Harmer Brooke's reference in detail. So I believe 
they came from one source, Sr. Rosovsky. This information must have been 
known for some months as both publications would take that long to prepare 
publish and circulate. It is just too timely that the IBNS article should 
come out the same time as the auction offering, I don't think it was coainci- 
-dental. But that's beside the point, at least I*m certain that Harmer 
Brook's do nat have the qualified experts in all fields. I ascertained by 
careful study of all their Mexican coin and paper offerings. Their dis@ptions 
on the coins is far from a standard accepted practice by knowledged collectors. 
Very few are listed,but a bulk lot was offered of which I bid upon. This 

bulk lot from 1900 to 192%4,coppers and silver could result in a bonanza for 
any successful bidder and I bid it high. This date period is one of the most 
lucrative in the coin fields too the lowly l¢gcentavo, the early dates are 
cataloged at $50 to $100 up,so you realize my skepticism of Harmer Rooke. 

They don't have the knowledge so I firmly believe that these Iturbides were 
tendered to them by an authority.plus the nomenclature, 


It appears that the Committee is now making some good progress with tthe 
watermark I.D.'s. At least the 8 notes on a sheet confirms my original 
contention. Now if we can also confirm why the numbering system of the 

sheets of 4 were consecutive ,rather than for the 8 on a Sheet, we would 

make another discovery . Have you had any luck as to the proper method of 
numbering used at that time? I have seen so many different types of hand 
written numbers,it is difficult to pin point.iNo doubt this could be ascertained 
by consulting books in a library for the same period. Some must have been 

hand written,etc. The “N"s I have refered to could very well be part of the

I.N.,the parting af the note separating the I and N. All the "N"s 1 
have seen appeared at the very edge of the note. 


The counterfeit you sent me is indeed a problem, just one/*of many yet 
to encounter. Reithe watermarks that you described on the margin, I 
completely overlooked the "Coat of Arms" Capel. I assumed it to be the 
bibilography,:=which you have now clarified in your ig letter. 
Regarding the coat of arms, could you elaborate or is the Mexican 
national emblem, the serpent and eagle; of extreme significance if so? 
I have no record of seeing a note with a coat of arms watermark, It 
may have a bearing ofthe origin of paper,if you could oblige. 


Have any of the lab testiproved the ink date?. 


I have two other Mexican experts to recommend, they are both past 
presidents of the SN.deM. Sr.Jose Tamborrel,Jr. whom issued a warning 
some years AZO» OF peg you have a copy, and Sr.Miguel L.Munoz. if 
interested I can#heir addresses,don't recommend contacting them thru 
SNdeM as any contact with them is useless-<. I have 4 outstanding 
etters and three checks in abeyance with no replies,going back to 
HAG i4;dues paid and auction payments? and no merchandise. 


My compliments on Sr. Rosovsky's article in the late Quaferly. It is 
superb and a classic, being the only complete article on the subject 
+o date. Now lets see how many Papal Bulls show up as counterfeits. 
Never a dull moment, but food for thought as removing frem Mexico for 
resale in this country,could very well eliminate a possibility of 
Mexican forgers getting their hands on them. But that also doesn't 
remove the possibility that they could also be forged in this country. 
They would be perfect sets of masters. Lets hope that they stay in 
the proper hands. At least I,m willing to bet that these new notes 
will show up some time this coming year. Maybe moreso in Mexico and 
it will reach the low class income people as they being a religuous 
or sacramental symbol, they would be extremely coveted. They attach 
extreme sentiment to these artifacts. Thats a story all by itself, 
but an average peon will sacrifice almost anything to purchase a gold 
religious medallion or medal. This religious significance becomes a 
fetish with them, thus my predictions. 


So much for now, hope to have more info this week from a west coast 
colleague on the Superior Iturbide.

Dear Mr. Newman, 


I regret to advise that it will be impossible for me to attgfiWd the ANA 
convention and the subsequent club meetings. Unforeseen business matters 
presented themselves at the last minute precluding this decision. 


I had looked forward to meeting the IBNS officers as well as the meeting on 
the Iturbides,. 


In this respect I wish to pass on my deposition and opinion as of this date, 
which you may use in any way fit at the meeting. 


At this time, I am not convinced as to what represents a true op false Iturbide. 
To me the physical appearance and observation of any note is not conclusive. 

The paper and printing can and could be identical ,it is easily duplicated. 

To me the most important clue is the hand inscriptions on the notes,namely 

the serial number and endorsements . However all notes do not bear an 
endorsement. One point in question, and one of the most important to me,is 

the different styles of digits used in the serial numbers. Some are the old 
style of numbers and others are the modern day method of numbers, aiso I have 
seen some with a mixture of both? They all appear in sepia ink. Regarding 
endorsements, of which all mostly appear on the reverse; the latest word I 

have recieved from an avid colleague is that he observed and test the ink on 

a four note sheet. He used a simple test of smudging or rub*ixs transfering 

to another sheet, the ink came off very easily. I would say not very conductive 
of inks this old, unless a clever counterfeit. All the other characteristics 
appeared as genuine, 


The few notes I have on hand, I am still attempting to date the ink, They 

would be the serial number ink only as I do not have notes in my personal 
possession with endorsements. I have contacted Federal Agencies in this respect 
and have been advised that they do not perform this service on foreign notes. 

I have contacted local archeaology authorities on the matter for purposes of 

a Carbon 14 analysis and they advise that the proximity of the year span is 

not great enough to pin point a date. However, they have advised of other 
sources that could possibly determine the date and age of the inks. This 
inguiry is now pending. Until the inks can be dated I rest my opinion and 

final statement as to a genuine, 


The inherent characteristic of counterfeiting these notes is so vass that 

it may not be possible to establish a validity. True,perhaps genuine remainders 
may have been available, without endorsements, and then to enhance their _ 
genuiness, the counterfeiters inscribed the endorsements, which is probably 


a 


what happened in the above case cited. As these notes are so easily 
dupllicated the endorsement would be the convincing facet to a gullible 
buyer. I make this statement as in years past, it is only recently; 

the past two; that I have seen these notes with endorsements. All 
appeared in brilliance and sharp as tho written yesterday. 


I would be more inclined to accept a single note without the endorsement 
p¥operly watermarked and old style of numbering the serial number, as 

a genuine. However, style of numbers is yet to be determined as to 
which is old or modern, I have had many opinions on this,none conclusive. 


I am so very,very sorry that you did not accept my offer or acknowledge 
a visit to St.Louis a few months back, as much could have been ironed 
out at that time. My time is usually available the first six months of 
the year, but at this time until foul weather shuts down the road 
construction business, my time is very limited. Fact is we are five 
weeks behind in schedule due to the numerous strikes,etc, we are now 
operating a six day week and will no doubt go into a seven day week, 

to meet contract dead lines. Al &. of which of course leaves me with 
very little time for the hobby. 


Again I regret that I can not be with you during this meeting, and 
trust that you will fill me in with all details . Would appreciate a 
a copy of the minutes of this meeting. 


However, I believe that the market is over the critical point on the 
counterfeits, As I related before,perhaps my auction bids on these 
notes has set somewhat of a pattern,price wise. I believe I sent you 
a copy of a dealers ad in a national trade journal, offering these 
notes at my bid prices, which is far below the asking prices of one 
year ago. I have circulated some of these ads, to other interested 
parties, fact is they are being requested,to show sellers the actual 
offering prices. This came to my attention recently when some friends 
on the border notified me that some Iturbides popped up again at $200 
and up. My price of $40.00 altho high is still more realistic. The 
dealer sellers reluctantly withdrew their outrageous offers, much to 
the pleasure of collector friends of mine. 


As another good word of news, have been advised recently that the most 
notorious across the border dealer has been apprehended by the U.S. 
customs, in an attempted crossing without declaration. He forefeited 
his bond, thus barring him from this country in the future, and Likewise 
his impounded merchandise. I am trying despawtely to get a line on the 
confiscation so that I may acquire the paper money, muche of which 
would be counterfeits as well as the Iturbides. It was this dealer 
that set me in motion on the entire Iturbide bit. Now I hope we have 
made good riddance of him. Will keep you advised. One other dealer 

of the same quality exists in El Paso and I hope to have some good 

news for you on him in the near future. Most become so bold that they 
ignore all regulations and decency,thus molding their own entrapment. 


I believe the above gives you a pretty good idea on my summary and 
hope in some small way it may help the Committe to arrive at some sort 
of decision. Might add that I have not at any time heard from any of 
other committees members Begarding. Fact is, many request and questions 
to you have not been answered, so acting independant]ly I can arrive 
only at the above conclusion,
